Sweet Pork. 


Western pork is not New Englanil 
pork, but the flavor of she western 
article could be ninch improved. Tt 
is beyond a doubt that cleanliness has 
aiuch to do with that. The filthy 
state in which fattening hogs are kept 
has a tendency not only to givft a 
rank taste to the meat, but to render 
it positively unwholeHorae. By many 
it is claimed that pork is unfit for 
use, anyway, but 
when properly 
cooked it seems to be indispensable,es- 
pecially in many instances on the farm. 
A very common mode of penning 
hogs at this season is a rail pen, with- 
out protection from the weather. The 
consequence is that such pens are not 
fit to keep a living animal in ; wet, 
filthy, cold And uncomfortable hogs 
will not take on fat, and a great pro- 
portion of the food fed them is wast- 
ed, while the hogs will consume a 
considerable amount of filth, which is 
detrimental to their health and to the 
health of those who consume the 
meat.

Mr Nothing less than an invention to 
ttSe iridtion aia '^ , practical means of 
producing heat. At the time of the 
Aihtahula horrttr, when so many per- 
i6hl ^W(Bre burneH to death by the 
wrecked 'cafB catching fire from the 
ritdves, Mr. • Wehster Wells, then 
professor of mathematics at the Mas- 
•achuaetts Ihstitute of Technology, 
began to consider' the problem of 
heating the cars without fire. He 
has now solved it. His invention con- 
sists of a strong ii-on cylinder, atone 
end of which, inside, is a fixed plate 
of hardened iron, against.which, firm- 
ly attached to a revolving shaft, 
another plate presses either closely or 
lightly, as requireii. 
The cylinder is 
filled with water, and this heated by 
the friction of the two plates, circu- 
lates through pipes, warming the 
room through which they run, just as 
steam pipes do. 
The water is kept 
in constant circulation in these pipe?, 
returning to the cylinder to be heat- 
ed over again. 
The water in the 
cylinder, which is brought to a high 
degree of heat in a remarkably short 
time, keeps the plates lubricated, 
preventing their wearing away at a 
rapid rate. When worn away the 
oo«t of renewing them is trifling, 
and the machine has no comi»li- 
mted work about it, so that it is easily 
kept in repair. The power required 
to run the machine is so slight that 
the waste or surplus power of the en- 
gines in use for running elevators and 
other 
machinery in hundreds of 
buildings throughout a city is enough 
for all ordinary purposes. The ma- 
chine ca'ta be utilized in any place 
where power is used. The ordinary 
sized machine has thirty-six square 
inches of friction surface in its plates, 
suiRcient, it is said, to heat 10,000 
cubic feet of space. This requires 
but half a horse power. A mabhine 
with 225 square inches of friction re- 
qtiires but 
four-horse power, and 
would heat a room 60x200 feet, or 
fcoitaining 
126,000 
cubic 
feet.

direct from the wheels, doing away 
with all danger from fire in case of a 
smash up. When the cars are stand- 
ing still the machine can be operated 
by power from fhe l(^motive, by a 
contrivatioe somewhat like that which 
operates the We^tinghouse brake. In 
mills it is calculated that a great sav- 
ing can be made, both in fuel and in 
the rate of insurance, especially in 
those run by water power. The agent 
of a mill where water power is used 
estimates' that in twenty years, by the 
use of this device, a saving of at leant 
$185,000 in fuel alone could be effect- 
ed. Prof. Wells is now in Europe, 
looking out for his patents there. The 
machine has now been in oj>eralion in 
Boston for peven months.

A reporter of THE SsNTiifXL call- 
ed at the water works office this morn- 
ing, and applied his double action 
hydraulic pump to th« gentlemen in 
charge of ^ e plaoe as to their opin- 
ions in regard to the works, and the 
benefit to be derived from them. 
There have been twelve service coc- 
nectiOi^s already n^ade, and those who 
are using the water are exceedingly 
well pleased. More connections would 
have 
been made, 
but the 
work 
could 
not 
be 
accomplished 
on 
account 
of 
the extremely 
cold 
weather. There are now forty-eight 
applications for water on file in the 
office and more are coming in contin- 
ually. The Aveline house and the 
Globe restaurant were connected to- 
day. 
Mr. Frank Iten, a gentieman 
who has had much experience with 
water works in other cities, says, in 
his opinion our works are bound to 
be a success, as the people will soon 
be educated up to the point where 
they BC© the benefits to be derived 
from the use of this water, not only 
on account of its being handy when 
once introduced into the house and 
doing away with the f reeling of pump 
drinking wild water during rainy 
weather and the filth from back yards 
on low lots. He also thinks the water 
frokn the well at the engine house is 
both pure and healthy, is much ^fter 
than that from any ordinary pump, 
and will better please every lady who 
appreciates good, pure water. 
The 
engines first started to work on the 
14th of this month, and have now 
pumped between 8,000,000 and 9,000,- 
000 gallons of water, ^ud the water in 
the wellianow four inches higher than 
it has been at any time. This would 
seem to settle the question as to 
whether the supply would be sufficient 
or not,: s all the pipes are filled, and 
when the citiiens commence to use 
the water for general purposes there 
is every reason 
to balieve 
that 
the supply is ample. 
There are 
now no leakages in 
any 
of 
the 
fire plugs, and every thing is in 
admirable working order all over the 
eity. 
There are only from twenty- 
five to forty pounds pressure to tue 
square inch used at the engine house, 
and this is ample for all present needs

should occasion require it. 
There 
will be no formal test of the works 
before spring, as, at present, it would 
be dangerous to do so on account of 
cold weather, etc. 
We are glad to be 
able to announce to our readers that 
competent judges think our water 
works are as good as any now in opera- 
tion in other cities, for there has been 
enough money expended to put them 
in good tnm.

Monk, said to be the largest and 
most valuable St. Bernard dog in the 
country, died on Sunday morning of 
hemorrhage of the lungs. 
He was 
owned by D. P. Foster, of No. 29 
South Fifth avenue. 
" I 
brought 
Monk,''said Mr. Foster yesterday, 
"from the monastery of ^t. Gothard, 
in Switaerland, last August. He cost 
me $500, but I have refused $800 for 
him, and I valued him at $1,000. 
He 
was with me night and day while I 
owned him. 
He weighed about one 
hundred and seventy pounds, stood 
thirty-four inches from the shoulder 
to 
the 
ground, 
and 
measured 
six 
feet 
nine 
inches 
from 
his 
nose to the tip of his tail. 
He was 
two years old, of a tawny lion color, 
with large, luatrou8,kindly hazel eyes, 
a heavy dropping jaw, and huge over- 
laping upper lips. 
His frame was 
massive, and his face beamed with in 
telligenoe. 
When he reared upon his 
hind feet he looked enormous aud 
fierce, yet he had such a g. ntle and 
kindly nature that children delighted 
to play with him, and he with them. 
Every day I took him out into Wash- 
ington square for his airing, and he 
was a great favorite with the nurses 
and children, and would poke his 
nose into every baby carriage that 
came 
near. 
He 
was 
a 
pure, 
rough-coated 
St. 
Bernard. 
His 
father 
and mother are 
yet 
em- 
ployed by 
the 
monks 
of 
St. 
Gothard in hunting the mountain 
passes in search of unfortunate trav- 
elers. They are named Jungfrau and 
Monk, and they distinguished them- 
selves in 1871 by saving the lives of 
several of a large party of monks, 
guides and travelers who were buried 
in an avalanche. 
The breed has been 
kept distinct by distribution among 
the gentry in the surrounding valleys, 
so that whenever an avalanche has 
buried an unusual number, the stock 
has been replenished. 
There are both 
rough and smooth coated St. Bernards 
similar in ail' characteristics, except 
the hair. The prevailing colors are 
tawny and brindle. The dogs that are 
marked with a white line about the 
neck and up the face are prized most, 
as their marks resemble the badge of 
the monks' order. 
Although Monk 
was only a year and a half old, he 
had been engaged in the work of sav- 
ing travelers, and knew many of the 
mountain paths. 


"He was a dog of exemplary be- 
havior," Mr. Foster contioued. 
"No 
man could enter the house at night 
without his permission, and none 
could go out unless I was there to 
give my consent. 
He was obedient, 
would fetch and carry, shake hands, 
lie down for the children to play with 
him, and give his old mountain howl 
of distress if he wanted help. 
He 
would not go out in the street unac- 
companied, and 
then only 
when 
his toilet 
was 
properly 
made— 
his 
face 
washed 
and 
bis 
hair 
combined. 
He 
under- 
stood simple commands in three lan- 
guages—Latin, French and English. 
If there was a noise at the front door 
he would be the first there. If the 
bell rang at night he would come and 
wake me up by scratching at the door. 
Hie first mate was Minka, 
formerly 
the property of the duchess of Olden- 
burg. 
Monk had one peculiarity; he 
did not like soldiers, and when he 
met one he would step back and couch 
as if leady for a spring. 
The reason 
of it was that he had been struck 
when young by a soldier. 
He always 
seemed to remember that blow, the 
monks said, and I found it true. 
He 
always reminded me pi ^ e iioeathat 
I once saw on a picture of old Monk, 
his father: 


"In joy and sorrow I am my mastar's 


friend,
